He 
visited the house of representatives 
and attended a meeting of the inter- 
state commerce committee, of which 
he was a prominent member. He was 
on the floor of the house during the 
session about an hour, and then lett 
the capital and repaired to his resi- 
dence at 133C I street N W. He re- 
mained at his residence for .some time 
and with his private secretary, Louis 
G. OH, read over and revised a recent 
speech on the tariff preparatory to 
having it printed in pamphlet form. 


Judge Houk's body has been placed 


in the hands of Undertaker Gawler, 
Speaker Crisp has been notified of his 
death". 


Judge Houk was 69 years of age, hav- 


ing been born in Cumberland county 
Pa., September 26. 1825. He removed 
when two years of age with his father 
to Ohio, and settled at Dayton, where 
he has resided ever since. He chose 
the law for a profession, and formed a 
partnership with Hon. Peter P. Lowe. 
In 1860 he was a delegate to the famous 
Charleston-Baltimore convention as a 
supporter of Douglass, and from that 
time on was active in democratic poli- 
tics. He was first elected to the fifty- 
second congress, and was re-elected to 
the fifty-third as a democrat, defeating 
in his last election Donley, a repub- 
lican, by 4,300 votes.

PARIS, Feb 10 —The latest advices 


from St. Louis, Senegal, say that dis 
patches, bearing date of January 37 
have reached there from Tiinbucloo. 
These dispatches state that Col Bon 
niar, of the marine artillery, who was 
in command of the French troops, 
which had captured Timbuctoo, had, 
with nine European commissioned offi 
cers and two European sergeants, 
sixty-one native sharpshooters and six 
native sergeants, been killed by the 
Tuareps. 


When the dispatches left Timbqctoo

Generally three-fonrtns of a ouj> or water 
Ssnffloient to wet the flunr, bat the nec- 
essary amount ol water to use vanes ao- 
oording to the quality of t.e Uaur. Take 
thedongn out of the bowl,roll lightly on 
the board, which should be sprinkled 
with flout.

Before the dough is 
folded the last time a little lemon juice 
should be pnt over the top. Thedongh 
should be set on ioe for «>aU an honr, 
and it is ready to roll and fit in the 
pans." While Mrs. E «ing explained her 
methods she illustrated her words by 
going through the different stages. The 
bottom crust was fitted in the pan. It 
was covered with a piece of parafflne 
naoer and filled with little squares ot 
dry bread and baked. When done the 
Daper and bMad were taken oat and the 
crust filled with raspberry jam which 
bad been heated, and the pie, when 
cooled, was ready to serve. 
Peach pie was made aa follows. A 


cruet was pnt in the bottom of the pan 
and filled in with an old napkin, and the 
upper crust put on. When the pie was 
baked the top crust was taken off, the 
napkin taken out and in its place the 
bottom cruet was filled with canned 
peaches which had been boated. The 
top was again put on and the pie was 
ready to eat. The ladies were surprised 
to find pie made in this way, but Mrs. 
Ewing assured them that oojkmg the 
pie crust and filling separately was bet- 
ter than cooking both together, as the 
bottom crust would not become soggy.

Mrs. Ewing said that puff paste is the 


most difficult kind of pastry to make, 
ana only under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances can success be expected. It 
can never be made on a rainy or sultry 
day, the air must be crisp. It can be 
kept in a cool place for many days, oo a 
large quantity can be made when the 
weather is favorable and then used at 
pleasure. For this take one-half pound 
of flour, and one-half pound of batter. 
Pnt all the flour in a bowl, and in the 
center pat one-eighth of the quantity of 
butter, the white of an egg, and a little 
ice water. Star with a fork till the woole 
ia a compact mass. Then take out ot the 
bowl and work with the ups of the 
fingers on a marble slab. All this must 
be done in a cold place. When boaters 
appear on the dough it has oeen worked 
enough. Now take the remaining seven- 
eighths ot the quantity ot batter, pat in 
a thin cloth and hold it in a bowl ot ice 
water. When it has so cooled that it 
becomes waxy squeeze into a little cake, 
roll out the dough and fold the four 
corners over the oake ot butter. Now 
roll out in a long strip and fold over as 
was done in making the pis. Then trim 
so that an open end is toward you and 
rollout in a strip again.

the frigid country of tbe Esquimau peo- 
ple, delivered at tbe Grand last night by 
Miss Olof iKrerer, a native of the eastern 
coast ot Greenland. It was the fourth 
entertainment ot tbe T. M. O. A. Star 
Course, and the little lady was intro- 
duced by E. A. Gattmen, who looked 
like a giant beside her a* they came upon 
tbe stage. Mies Krarer is 87 year* old, 
is three test font inches tall, and Is 188 
pounds in weight. In good English ah* 
told all about the eold country, its people 
mod the single habit* of the natives. The 
limit ot age i* 00 years, but a great ma- 
jority die between 80 *nd 40 year* ot age. 
There is only one disease there, some- 
thing like consumption. The people live 
in snow and ice booses, with one opening 
as an entrance, but no place for tbe 
smoke from tbe fire in the osnter ot tbe 
room to escape. Th* fire i* mad* of the 
bone* ot animals, grease end oil Flint 
i* used to start fires, and the family that 
baa a flint I* considered wealthy. Those 
without a flint are the poor people. 
There are no matches. From the cradle 
to the grave the Esquimaux do not as* 
water on their persons. It they did it 
would freeze on their bodies. They uae 
oil on their bodies, and their only food is 
bn«r meat, blubber, fat and oil, They 
have two suit* of far; one they wear in 
the house all the time, and when they go 
out they put on tbe other suit. In 
Greenland there are six months of night, 
four months of day, and two months of 
twilight. Throughout tbe lecture was 
one ot Absorbing interest. At tbe close 
Mies Krarer appeared in her polar bear 
costume. __________
